The Supreme Court today heard the case 


or Virginia L. Minor, with whom her hus- 
band is joined, against Uapperselt,a register- 
ing officer of the state of Missouri, who had 
refused to register Mrs. Minor as a lawful 
roter. Tho plaintiff claims that ns a citizen 
of the United Slates she is entitled to tho 
privilege common to all citizens of voting, 
and particular at federal elections. The state 
court decided, against tho case under tho 
constitution and laws of Missouri, and tho 
arguments hero are for tho privilege of vot- 
ing for federal ofllcers, and does not depend 
oil state authority, except as to the right of 
regulating its exercise.

tha state cannot, under the pretence of reg- 
ulating it, actually prohibit its en Torment 
by imposing impossible conditions.

Affairs iu the Southern Statcs*— Kca 


port of the Republican Joint

KEW YOKK, Feb. it. 


A. Washington special says that tho com- 


mittee v.'hicn was appointed by tho Itepub- 
lican joint caucus to consider affairs in tho 
Southern states met last night.,

committee reported a bill, tho main features 
of which were printed last week. 
A section 


is added, making it unlawful for any of tho 


' reconstructed states to impose other quali- 


fications for voters than those existing at tho 
time such states were readmitted under the 
reconstruction act. Tho purpose of this 
section is to prevent any of those states 
from imposing an excessive poll taS, there- 
by practically excluding negroes from the 
elections. This section is niaclo to apply 
especially to. tho elections for members of 
Congress. 
Jt is not intended to be partisan 


in its application or effect, but solely in the 
interest of fair elections, as are tho other 
sections of the bill, which provide for the ap- 
pointments of deputy marshals nnd supor- 


• visors of election?, counting of ballots and 
sealing of Loses immediately after tho polls 
close. 
Except tho first section which au- 


thorizes the President to suspend tho writ 
of habeas corpus, in certain cases, the bill is 
devoted to maintaining the freedom and 
guarding the purity of elections.
